T he case a ttracted m uch attention 
from the press of the country on ac­ 
count of the unusual precautions tak­ 
en by keepers of the- place to protect 
it from th e police. 
T here w as an underground passage 
leading from the Fifth stre e t entrance 
to the rooms in which 
the 
games 
w ere carried on, thence to the base­ 
m ent of a cigar store fronting on 
.Francis street. 
E lectric . push buttons, bells and 
buzzers abounded, presum ably to be 
used in sounding an alarm in case of 
a police raid, and doors opening from 
the passage into the gam bling rooms 
w ere of triple thickness, constructed 
on the plan of refrig erato r doors, to 
deaden the sound of chips and to hold 
a raiding force in check until players 
w’ould have tim e to m ake their es­ 
cape. 
Having some inform ation of 
these conditions, Sheriff Jones sta­ 
tioned guards at both exits and suc­ 
ceeded in capturing all of the players.
